- Carousel was not the first 
performance I have been in with our 
theater company, but it was my first 
musical. At Fst I had my 
apprehensions. I had no misgivings 
abate acting, but what if they wanted

I'll never forget ow 
embarrassed I was when my lab 
partner started staring at me while I 
absent-mindedly hummed the sailor's 
tune out loud.

‘‘No one cares about me. I’m so lonely. | 
have no one to turn to.” These are words 
often heard from teenagers, but not here! 
Between Peer Counselling and S. A. D. D. 
the students in our school know that people 
care: their peers! 

Led by moderators Sister Patricia Har- 
rington and Miss Katherine Brandley, the 
Peer Counselling group consists of juniors 
and seniors who meet weekly to discuss 
their own values of leadership in relation to 
typical teenage problems, such as alcohol, 
suicide, and dysfunctional families. The 
members begin the year by trying to get to 
know themselves as a group.

for $10,000! The previous summer, she 
had filled an application along with many 
others. However, what set her apart 
from the rest was her energy, willingness, 
an outstanding knack for Physics, and her 
eagerness to pass her knowledge on in a 
creative way. This year, Mrs. Fisher kept 
in contact with the people who gave ioe 
the grant to let them know her class was 
progressing with the help she had been 
awarded. Good choice, Jack! 

Period D Advanced Placement English 
with Sister Enda. Despite another 
introduction, how was Jack to know on 
this first day of school what a second 
fulfilling class he had chosen to take? 
Over the year, Jack and his fellow 
classmates came to respect Sister Enda 
and the brilliant teacher's respect for 
them was a mirror reflection. Honored to 
be taught by such a knowledgeable 
teacher, the class and she formed an 
understanding, mature relationship as 
they studied works by such authors as 
Moliere and Sophocles. 

Each night, the students would write a 
summary of their reaction to what was 
studied in class; on the following day, 
they exchanged journals with their 
classmates.

Some students made puppets, 
some acted out scenes, some made 
posters, but the most memorable was 
the in-class Shakespeare party — 
unforgettable! 

Jack, each day, worked his mind in a 
creative and thought provoking way, not 
only through the activities which were 
done in class, but simply from Sister’s 
astonishing body of knowledge. 

For ten summers, Sister Enda has co- 
authored eight guides in literature, 
history, Shakespeare, geography, and 
process writing. She also has single- 
authored six guides in drama and novels. 
This is not even the beginning. Sister 
Enda traveled to Europe and studied at 
several education seminars. This summer, 
she won a National Endowment for the 
Humanities grant to study Dante’s 
Commedia at the University of Vermont 
for six weeks. She was one of only 
fifteen recipients chosen from across the 
U.S. to participate. All of these 
experiences have undoubtly given her 
insights that cannot be gained in the 
isolation of the classroom — insights 
which she clearly shares with her 
students. Next summer, she is planning to — 
incorporate her recent look at Dante in 
another curriculum guide, Dante for High © 
School Students, for the Center for 
Learning in Cleveland, Ohio.

Miss Killion’s parents are also strong 
supporters of the school and of the 
Catholic tradition. All seven of their chil- 
dren attended our school at one time or 
another. She remembers that her mom 
and dad came to all the athletic events. 
She commented, “They were always 
very involved in our education.” Dr. and 
Mrs. Killion are still generous benefactors 
to the school who donate money each 
year to school projects.

Gaebe didn’t think that his 
wife would be thrilled with 
the idea, but Mrs. Gaebe said 
that she didn’t have any prob- 
lem with it. J.T. thus started 
his ski jumping career at the 
young age of eight.

Ski jumping is a difficult sport 
which requires three attributes: 
confidence, concentration, and 
athletic ability, in that order. 
Confidence is absolutely essen- 
tial, because a jumper must be 
convinced that he will survive 
the jump or he will never suc- 
ceed. Concentration is vital be- 
cause one small mistake can 
cause a skier to become a 
snowball rolling down the 
mountain. Athletic ability is a 
necessity in becoming a suc- 
cess, but not in enjoying the 
sport. J.T. possesses all of these 
qualities, which is why he has 
been so successful at numerous 


competitions. 

At age 11, J.T. won the 
Eastern Regional Champion- 
ships. Two years later, he won 
the Vermont State Title. For 
the last three years, he has 
maintained a position on the 
Eastern Junior Olympic Team; 
only one other Massachusetts 
teenager has earned a place 
on this team in the past eight 
years. This team provided J.T. 
with the opportunity to jump 
in the National Championships 
in Ely, Minnesota (1989), 
Steamboat Springs, Colorado 
(1990), and in this past year’s 
competition in Anchorage, 
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Slopes 


Alaska. 

J.T. is now training in Lake 
Placid, New York with his 
coach, former National Cham- 
pion jumper, Christopher 
Hastings.
